The negro is a graduate of a South 
Carolina college and Armour Insti- 
tute, and failed to make payment on 
a ring be had purchased, and after 
his dismissal Rawn is said tu., have 
told tbe collectors where he could be 
found. For this the negro is said to 
have sworn he would kill Rawn. 


There are many facts In the mys- 


terious case to support this theory. 
Witnesses have been found who saw 
two negroes lurking In the vicinity 
of the Rawn home, and neighbors 
beard 
two men discussing 
some 


crime In the Rawn shrubbery on the 
night of the tragedy. 
The negroes 


came Out from Chicago on the last 
suburban train. Residents of

netka who saw them were so Im- 
pressed by their evil appearance that 
they sought to inform the authorities.
